-ed or shaken off the treé and thrown 
into the fire, as they are dis- 
tended with eggs. On this point one 
cannot be too particular. 

The sickly leaf chafer is not a diffi- 
cult pest to get rid of if the ‘orchardist 
goes about the work systematically and 
thoroughly. The insect usually drops 
off the leaves at night and remains in 
the ground until the sun is up next

TWO PAYS AND ONE WORK. 


How an Anti-Monopolist Monopo- 
lizes the Offices and the Peo- 
ple’s Money. 


-Eprror Section 20, Article 4, 
of the Constitution, prescribes that ‘‘No 
person holding any lucrative office un- 
der the United States, or any other 
power, shall be eligible to any office of 
profit under this State.’’ 

The office of Railroad Ciiiamenes 
is a civil office of profit under this State. 


The salary is $4000 per annum. Gen. 

Stoneman, the Democratic gandidate for 
Governor, has held the office of Rail- 
road Commissioner since» January 1, 

1880. Thus far he has drawn out of the 
State treasury the sum of $10,000 as sal- 
aries accruing under this office. 

During this same period this same 
General Stoneman has drawn from the 
Treasury of the United States the sum 
of $8,500, as salary for a lucrative office 
under the United States, which he has 
held during the same period—this office 
being that of Colonel on the retired list 
of the United States army. 

In view of these facts, it does not need 
much demonstration to show that Gen. 

Stoneman has usurped an office to which 
he was ineligible, and has taken from } 
the State Treasury $10,000 to which he 
was not entitled. 

And it necessarily follows that it is 
not safe for the people to elevate to the 
high office of Governor of the State a 
person who has such loose ideas of mo- 
rality.
